perſon of whatlocuer degre, being negligent in this behalfe, and ſuſpected to kepe any ſuch 
boobe, wziting, o: wozkes.contrarp to this pꝛoclamation. Ind that the ſayd Juſtices Mai⸗ 
025, Sheriffes. Bapliffes, and other head officers aboue ſpectited, and euet y ol them within 
their {apd lymptes and iuritdictions, fpndpngany of the lapd lubiects negligent and faultte 
in this behalfe (hall commytte euery luch otkendour to warde, there to remapne wythoute 
bayle oz mapne pꝛple, tyll the lame offendour oz offendours haue receaued ſuch punpchmẽt 
a3 the layd ſtature doth lymytte and appoynte tn this behalle.
